I will always remember one transformative moment that inspired 
YachtAid Global. While I was at anchor at 
Ashmore Reef, between Australia and In- 
donesia, we were approached by a small 
wooden fishing boat with five men aboard 
who gestured that they were in need of 
water and a clock. We offered them sev- 
eral gallon bottles of water and a wind-up 
clock, and they sailed off over the horizon. I always thought about 
them. Where did they go? Did they carry the water back to their 
thirsty children? Is the clock now the village time piece? This de- 
fining moment was the inspiration for YachtAid Global. 

What are some of your current projects? 

MD: We have established delivery routes into remote 
areas in South America, French Polynesia, and Indone- 
sia and, at any given time, there are yachts moving aid to 
isolated communities in one of these areas. One of our 
current projects is putting together our Founding

Good News, 
Bad News 



mam of you have written to ask about the 
mighty Bossanova, my beloved steel trawler, 
that I thought I'd bring you up to date. This 
part is the bad news. 

Last week I went to the boatyard for mv first sight 
of her since the corrosion was discovered. Driving 



around to the front of the boatyard, my eye instantly 
found Bossanova, and I was struck, as I always am, by 
how massive she looks on the hard. From the waterline 
up, she was as beautiful as ever: Her high bow and 
reverse raked pilothouse windows suggested that 
Poseidon could bring it. 

But looking beneath the waterline, my heart sank. 
The pilling and corrosion were everywhere. There 
wasn't an ounce of zinc left. 

Malcolm Elliott was meeting me to help sort through 
my options. An amiable Scot who moved to Fort 
Lauderdale in his 20s, Elliott is the owner of Florida 
Nautical Surveyor, and back in 2004 he performed the 
original prc-purchasc survey of Bossanova. 1 knew his steel- 
boat experience was extensive and I trusted him. Marine 
Safety Consultants of Fairhaven, Massachusetts, had 
first discovered diis corrosion during a routine insurance 
survey, and I had no reason to doubt their good work, but 
when the prognosis is grim, a second opinion is not only 
a good idea but offers a last, desperate hope. 

Elliott dispelled that hope pretty quickly. If I were a 
welder or if 1 had time to learn and then devote to the 
repairs, this was not such a big deal. The damage was 
extensive but she could be repaired hiring someone 



to do it would be expensive. I already had an estimate 
from one local welder who recommended doubling - 
welding good plate over the entire bottom of the boat. 
It would add more than 8,000 pounds to my boat, 
but more important, it's a band-aid rather than a real 
solution. And if I wanted to sell Bossanova, the doubling 
would be a liability. 

And here it must be said: I had been thinking of 
selling her, despite our long and wonderful history 
together. She is a ship made for voyages and adventures, 
and my current schedule makes those rare indeed. I 
had started feeling guilty about Bossanova as though 
I owned a Ferrari that never went above 40 miles per 
hour, or a Clydesdale that gives kiddie-rides at a petting 
zoo. 1 singlchand this formidable small ship, but 1 can't 
claim it's always fun. She is a lot of boat to manage, 
with a single screw and lots of windage. I can't come 
home from a long day at the office and just toss off 
the lines for a relaxing sunset cruise. More and more, 
I had been craving something smaller and simpler. So, 
on top of everything else, I fell guilty: Bossanova was 
ailing — - 1 couldn't desert her now. 

So ... I am still unresolved, but here's the plan: I 
will blast the bottom to bare metal and round up 
some bids. I'll finish the survev of the rest of the boat 
and subtract the bids from the valuation to arrive at 
an approximate unrepaired value. And with bids for 
cutting and cropping (the right way to do it) in hand, 
I'll know whether it seems smart to pay for the repairs 
or whether I should offer the boat for sale to someone 
who has the skill or resources to fix her. I could also 
donate Bossanova to a school that would restore her. 
None of these is the perfect solution. 

The good news? We've all experienced those 
situations when it seems like boating is just not worth it. 
It's not that it's expensive: We know and expect that. It's 
that there are too many people in this business who think 
overcharging is a marine industry bird n ight. It can be 
demoralizing. But my recent experiences have reminded 
me, once again, of how much goodwill and kindness also 
exist in our community. The folks at Bristol Marine in 
Somerset, Massachusetts, have been helpful and patient. 
Elliott took time out from a vacation to meet me and 
offer his expert advice. And many YACHTING readers 
have written to express concern, offering support and, 
in a couple of cases, even volunteering donations to save 
Bossanova. Thank you all. 

I don't know what will become of her, but I do know 
I'll make sure that Bossanova will be repaired and loved 
by someone, even if / have to face the heartbreak of 
letting her go. And I don't plan on "swallowing the 
anchor" any time soon. _I

A day on (he water helps leave one's everyday worries and stresses in die wake for 
awhile.This is what die Freedom Waters Foundation (FWF) is trying to tap into. 
Established in 1999 by Debra Frenkel, the FWF provides an escape for 
people with disabilities or life- threatening illnesses and their families by pairing them 
with a local boater who takes them out on the water. 

A social worker by trade, Frenkel tried three times to walk away from helping the less 
fortunate but "got hooked back into it" every time. Alter stints with numerous sailing 
programs for the disabled, she established her own charitable boating organization. 
Although she'd planned to run FWF for just five years, she's still at the helm 13 years 
later. Organizing day trips isn't easy. Individuals confined to a wheelchair or otherwise 
physically challenged require a crane, platform and trained professionals on die boat. 
People with medical conditions need their teams of nurses and caretakers. Despite 
these complications, the FWF serves almost 600 individuals and their families each 
year throughout the United States.

Airborne 




It's a boat! It's a plane! It's a boat falling from a plane! 

Nearly 60 years after Uffa Fox designed the first 
lifeboat to be airdropped from a plane, Hodgdon 
Defense Composites, an affiliate of Maine-based 
Hodgdon Yachts, and Rapid Response Technology 
have perfected the task. 

The high-end yacht manufacturer has received two 
contracts to build 21 boats that can be airdropped 
from C-130s and used by Special Forces to conduct rescue operations anywhere in the world. 

Hodgdon met this challenge with the Greenough Advanced Rescue Craft (GARC), which resembles 
the design of a personal watercraft. At 12 feet long with room for four, this military-grade vessel is 
powered by a 143-horsepower water-jet engine capable of speeds in excess of 40 knots. A composite 
hull was designed to cushion the ride for missions conducted in rough seas. 

"This company proves that, even in tough times, there is always a market for superior craftsmanship," 
says U.S. Sen. Susan Collins. "Whenever I advocate for federal funding for Maine, I do so fully confident 
that Maine (and Hodgdon) will deliver."

From Russia, 
Without Love 



When we first learned that five men were 
planning to conquer the Bering Strait on 
1 1-foot Sea-Doo personal watercrafts for the 
reality TV show Dangerous Waters, we knew 
they must be a bit crazy — and we like crazy 
So, we called to see how their unusual 
voyage was going. 

As it happened, we reached Steven 
Moll while he and his companions were 
cooling their heels in a Russian detention 
center. Never mind that the United States 
and Russian customs had approved 
this adventure. The team inadvertently 
committed a minor breach of security. 

"We had done all our homework and gotten 
all of the necessary approvals," Moll said in 
an exclusive interview with Yachting from his 
detention cell. "Coming across the Bering 
Strait, we stumbled onto a military installation 
where we were met by eight soldiers and a 
tank. We have been detained and are hoping 
to come back across the Bering Strait in the 
next 10 to 12 hours." 

Obviously, we didn't want to keep Moll on the 
line too long (think of his cell-phone charges!), 
but according to a statement on the Dangerous 
Waters Facebook page later that day, the crew 
were all healthy, well-fed and eager to get back 
home, now that the Russian authorities had 
shortened their trip.

have sea-trialed so many new boats for 
Yachting over the years that I have become 
jaded by pricing. That's changed now that 
I'm shopping for a boat. I recently parted 
with Anhinga % my 1989 Bertram 37 Convert- 
ible, which cost about $360,000 when she was 
H new. Today you couldn't replace her for less 
than a million bucks! I found myself whining: 
about this bad math to a boatbuilder pal who 
understands the numbers. He convinced me 
that while my buying power has dwindled there is 
more value than ever in new boats. 

Steve Heese has been president of Chris-Craft 
since he and his business partner, Stephen Julius, 
bought die iconic marque out of bankruptcy in 
2001. Heese totally retooled the company with a 
stunning, upscale product line and earned a herd 
of happy customers that have made Chris-Craft 
profitable. Given today's sour market, this stands 
as a testament to Heese 's savvy. The Steves met at 
Harvard Business School in the 1980s and, after 
paying their dues working for others, joined forces 
to form Stcllican, a company focused on rebuilding 
fiscally ailing brands. In addition to Chins-Craft, 
their other successes have included the famous 
Italian builder Riva and Indian Motorcycle. 

"The boat business is much different than it was 
just a few years ago," Heese said. "The recession 
erased die economies of scale diat large production 
builders had enjoyed." He offers his experience 
with motorcycles as an example. "Due to limited 
production volume, our first new Indiana's ) cost us

has retooled its 
company to succeed. 




as much to build as a new Harley cost the retail 
customer." To improve its odds, Chris-Craft is part 
of a builders' buyers' 1 group that negotiates the best 
pricing from vendors. "This is big, as labor cost for 
us is less than 10 percent of the price of a boat." 
Heese has also found the profitable sweet spot in his 
production. Regardless of the recent economic woes, 
customers' expectations have increased steadily over 
the past 20 years. Heese recognized this and has 
recast Chris-Craft as a lower volume, luxury brand. 

"Like new cars, new boats arc technologically 
superior," insisted Heese, who points out that a 
1970s Corvette drives like a truck compared with 
a 2012 model. "I can remember when starting an 
< u aboard was a 51 1/51 1 j >r< (position and once running 
vou didn't want to turn it off — now you turn the 
key and go. Integrated engine and propulsion 
packages not only improve handling but simplify 
customer care and warranty." This is critical as 
boatbuilders compete in a global market. "Once a 
boat Is sold, often a builder's only interaction with 
the customer involves warranty;" Heese said. "If 
you don't get it right, news travels from the bar at 
the yacht club to the Web." Heese admits that the 
boat business still lags behind the car industry in 
sen-ice, but sawy builders are figuring it out. 

Green design has proved more of a challenge 
in terms of the customer's perception of value. 
"Mandated catalytic converters add $8,000 to our 
twin-engine gas boats. Most owners use their boat 
less than (iO hours a year — they don't see die need 
for the cost and complication." Behind die scenes, 
Chris-Craft has replaced the drums of acetone 
once used in production with an environmentally 
friendly product diat costs 10 times as much. New 
environmentally acceptable gelcoat formulations 
have been problematic. Heese buys the best, yet each 
Chris-Craft is painted in a $1.2 million emission- 
controlled spray boodi. "Someone who spends half 
a million dollars on a boat doesn't want the finish 
to fade after six months," he said. "We have found 
that milking the right choices up front in terms of 
materials, components and methods is less costly than 
warranty claims or dissatisfied customers. 

"At the end of the day, price is what you pay 
value is what you gel," Heese offered to salve my 
sticker shock.

Chutes and Ladders 

Moving from deck to deck is not child's play. 



here's a classic children's 
board game called Chutes 
and Ladders. The object is 
to climb the ladders toward 
the goal, but along the way, 
chutes pose the risk of your 
■ sliding backward and los- 

ing the game. Yachts have 
ladders and stairways too, 
and these sometimes carry 
the danger of inadvertently becoming chutes, slid- 
ing you downward toward bruises and embarrass- 
ment at best and "losing the game"' at worst. 

Avoiding a quick slide or tumble to the next deck 
is affected by three variables. Lack of adequate 
standards is one of these. The strict rules regarding 
dimensions and layouts of stairways ashore don't 
apply to yachts, because they don't take into 
account the space restraints and other special 
considerations. You won't find one vessel in a 
thousand that meets die shoreside standards. The 
U.S. Coast Guard regulations don't address stairs, 
and American Boat and Yacht Council Standard 
H-41 lists only the briefest of requirements. 

How die boat responds to waves and wind is the 
second variable of stairway safer) 7 . Buildings don't 
roll 30 degrees or pitch at 15 degrees or more as 
yachts do, and that poses a significant risk to anyone 
using a stairway or ladder at sea. On a trip across 
the Pacific aboard a cargo ship many years ago, we 
ran straight through a typhoon, which rolled us 45 
degrees for hours on end. The five-deck stair tower

was well designed, but we had to time our climbing 
widi die rolls, because the stair segments, running 
athwartships and normally at 45 degrees, went fully 
horizontal and then fullv vertical with each roll. 
Thank goodness for handrails. 

The third variable is the behavior of guests 
and crew using the stairway or ladder. Common 
sense should tell you to be especially careful when 
ascending or descending a steeper-than-normal 
stairway that's wet, has narrow or curved treads, 
doesn't have the handrails it should and, in all 
likelihood, will suddenly lurch from the boat's 
motion in an unexpected direction. The reality, 
however, is diat guests, relaxed and on vacation, are 
often less attentive than usual, might be a bit tipsy 
(either from alcohol or lack of sea legs) and may be 
wearing unsuitable footwear. Nylon stockings on a 
carpeted stairway is a sure recipe for disaster in any 
venue, but at sea, it's just plain crazy. 

Straight stairways that have a gentle slope, deep 
treads, shallow risers and substantial, continuous 
handrails on both sides are preferable. A moderate 
width, narrow enough to let me grab both rails at 
the same time yet wide enough for two guests to 
pass each other, is helpful. And the stairway should 
run fore and aft, rather than athwartships, so the 
degree of roll isn't added to the slope of the stair. 
You won't be surprised to learn that we seldom 
find such a stairway, but some compromises are 
better than others. In a few circumstances, a single 
handrail may be acceptable, but omitting handrails 
entirely is not. A number of layouts are acceptable, 
the best including half-deck landings, which allow 
for a number of innovative arrangements but also 
halve die damage when slips or falls occur. True 
spiral stairways, with the pie-slice treads coming 
to a point at the center, save space, but they are 
considerably less desirable than a winding stair, 
similar to a spiral but with a core at die center 
(closed or open), much like a strand of DNA. 

The guidelines lor ladders, vertical or steeply 
sloped, are simpler. Fore-and-aft is the preferred 
orientation. Beyond that, there's not much to do 
other than remember this rule: two hands and one 
foot, or two feet and one hand, on the ladder at all 
times — and keep your hands off the treads, so the 
guy above you doesn't step on them. □

Gunfleet 58 

The quest for interior volume hasn't spoiled 
this yacht's good looks. 



he last champion of small- 
volume monohulls for cruis- 
ing under sail may have been 
L. Francis HerreshofT In his 
book The Compkat (.'miser: T7w 
Arty Piactice, and Enjoyment of 
Baalino HerreshofT argues 

for adequate spaces, sufficient 
sitting headroom, simple sys- 
tems and a cedar bucket in 
place of a proper marine toilet. 

Nowadays, though, anyone who wants to 
produce yachts in series hits to study the fancies of a 
worldwide market, and few people know this better 
than Richard Matthews, founder of Oyster Marine, 
which he sold in 2008, and his latest endeavor, 
Gunfleet Marine. He named the company after 
a well-known sandbank on the 'Thames Estuary 
about five miles off Essex, England. 

Matthews' first collaboration with designer Tony 
Castro produced the Gunfleet 13. This 58 is the 
second model. Loads of interior volume on a 
given overall length is the key to this line's cruising 
comfort and its appeal to families, but her numbers 
tell us that she should also be a spirited performer. 

To date, only the 58 has a shallow keel, deep 
centerboard and twin rudders. She'll likely be 
able to dry out at low tide and remain upright, 
balanced on the tripod of her appendages. 
Imagine: a 58-foot gunkholer. Well, that moniker 
may be stretching the concept a bit, because she 
still draws nearly* six feet with the board housed.

On the other hand, the chord length of the salient 
keel and its slick wing-shape ballast bulb ought to 
let her sail respectfully close to the wind without 
deploying the board. In the United States, that ability 
may go to waste, because gentlemen don't cruise to 
windward under sail — without die auxiliaiy, that is. 

The quest for volume inside a sailing yacht always 
comprom ises its proportions, wh ich occasionally 
spoils its looks, but that's not the case here. A 
short yacht normally requires a disproportionately 
wide beam and lots of height in the topsides and 
superstructure. A long yacht of the same basic style 
as her short sister can enjoy a similar ratio of interior 
volume to exterior dimensions, but she'll appear 
sleeker. Castro has disguised the Gunfleet 58s 
inherent bulkiness in a muscular-looking shell. Seen 
from astern, she'll remind us a bit of offshore racing 
yachts. Gaming die beam well aft as she does also 
increases her form stability and gives her the surface 
area she'll need to surf off the wind. It also allows a 
supersize master stateroom under the cockpit. 

During the heyday of narrow meter yachts and 
Cruising Club of America Rule cruisers/racers, 
Hare in the topsides was a mark of beauty, but it 
did waste space. Modem yachts - the Gunfleet 58 
among them — tend toward nearly vertical topsides 
to place more of the hull's maximum beam down 
near the cabin soles. A careless approach to this 
design element can make the yacht look clunky, but 
Castro's artful use of portlights along the topsides 
reduces our perception of height and adds visual 
interest to the wall of fiberglass, hi a direct profile 
view, the superstructure recalls the roofline of an 
Aston Martin Vantage coupe, and this treatment 
visually lengthens the yacht and suggests speed. 
The angle of the 58\s reverse transom echoes those 
at the after terminus of the superstructure and the 
leading edge of the dip in the trunk cabin's line 
amidships. Small details, to be sure, but they have 
a huge influence on the yacht's ov erall look. 

The Gunfleet 58 has a much longer story than 
space in this column allows, so I recommend thai 
you visit yacktingmagazuw. com to see renderings of 
the interior and read more about the many details 
that establish her character. □

Fairline's Squadron 50 

to the flybridge market. By Chris Caswell 



brings a bit of clever 



ust standing on the dock and gaz- 
ing up at Fairline's Squadron 50 
gives you a sense of her magnifi- 
cence. My test vessel had a steel- 
blue hull, which added to her im- 
pact, and with acres of black glass 
windows, she's a head-turner. I'm 
not going to bore you with the 
whole couch-to-starboard tour, 
because there are three features 
of this yacht that I really want to share with you. 

One is a tender valet service. No more struggling 
Willi a crane or consuming interior space with a 
garage. Designed by Fairline and built by Besenzoni, 
it's a huge improvement over the submerging swim 
platform. A 9'/i-foot Williams jet tender sits on a pair 
of chocks on the teak transom platform, and at the 
touch of a button, a section of die platform slides out 
and down, still holding the tender. At this point, you 
can comfortably and securely board her. Another 
touch of the button lowers her into the water. When 
you want a swim platform, the chocks fold flat: slick! 

Boarding is easy even if the tender is stowed, 
since twin stairs lead to the teak-plank cockpit, 
which gets sun protection from the overhanging 
cantilevered bridge. Access is via easy stairs to 
port, and this bridge is huge! Stretching forward 
from above the transom to the venturi windscreen, 
it could comfortably seat all of your in-laws on 
the full-width divan aft, which curves into another 
couch to starboard. A folding table serves the 
familv dinner or cocktails for a few. A console 
on the port side holds a grill and wet bar with 
refrigerator or ice maker.

Moving the king-berth-equipped master forward provides a vast cabin sole. 



The helm's thoughtful portside location gives the 
skipper a good view down die steps to die corner of 
the 50 for docking. The captain also gets a double- 
wide helm seat behind a modest fiberglass dash. I 
particularly liked having the engine gauges inol 
digitals, but good old round dials like the ones from 
my flying days) right in my line of sight. 

This yacht's master stateroom is in the bow. Lots 
of yachts have the master cabin amidships, but 
if a yacht has any amount of deadiise there, you 
can end up with slanted walking areas around the 
berth. Yes, putting the king-size berth in the bow 
means the stateroom tapers on each side, but who 
cares? What you get is an enormous flat sole with 
die space usually found on much larger yachts, plus 
headroom of more than six feet. 

And there is another reason dial a forward suite 
makes sense. Many yachts moor stem-to in marinas 
or at quays, so having huge windows in an amidships 
owners cabin gives only a close-up view of someone 
else's topsides. On the 50, the big windows provide 
light and view; and with overhead skylights, the suite 
is lovely Amenities here include a realistically sized 
hanging locker, a dressing table and a frosted shoji- 
stvle door leading to the en suite head. 

Ji ist aft are two guest staterooms, and each provides 
flexibility with double berths that can separate into a 
pair of singles. 'Die starboard cabin has direct access 
to the day-head and, like the master's, is comfortably

large with a full shower stall . 

Fairline has also broken with its own 
traditions by placing the galley aft, which 
makes sense because the sliding doors to 
the cockpit are extra wide, opening the 
area for entertaining. Large windows 
surround the L-shape countcrtop, which 
houses a De Dietrich grill (only two 
burners seems a bit skimpy) and under- 
counter Isotherm fridge. Several large 
lockers hold pots, pans and provisions, but 
I didn't find a single drawer. (I'd lose one 
locker to gain four drawers.) The lower 
helm is in the forward starboard corner 
and offers great all-around sight lines. 
A full array of Gar m in instrumentation 
appears on a single monitor. Controls 
for the Bennett trim tabs and Sidepower 
bow thruster are handy. 

Not having a space-eating tender 
garage in the transom allows the 
Squadron 50 to provide a truly civilized 
(and optional) crew cabin under the 
cockpit, with a single berth, mini galley 
and head. It's perfect for kids. 

The engine room is impressive. Every 
possible service point is readily accessible. 




The Squadron 50's aft galley offers quick and easy access to the cockpit for alfresco dining. 



Not only is this likely to improve llie 
reliability of the yacht, but service techs 
will love you. Power comes from a pair 
of 7 1 0-horsepower Caterpillar C-12s, 
which push the Squadron 50 along at a 
respectable 31 knots. A yacht with Hatter 
underwater lines might get another knot 
or two but wouldn't ride as nicely. Under 
way, she caned sweeping turns with elan 
and maneuvered nimbly in tight spots. 



She fell solid, certainly because she is well 
built, but also because Fairline takes the 
time to put what the Brits aboard for our 
test called '"little rubbery bits" between 
anything that might squeak or rattle. 

In this highly competitive segment 
of the market, die Squadron 50 seems 
poised to hold her own. —I

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An Enduring Spirit 

Historic St. Augustine's charms are 
legendary — and well deserved. 
By Mario Vittone 



f you find yourself mooring in St. Augustine, 
Florida, then you have just cruised into the 
oldest seaport in the I nited Stales. The city 
has been here almost 450 years. And its 
historical significance and old-world Span- 
ish charm attract almost 7 million visitors a 
year. Sitting in O.C. White's - — my favorite 
bar, solid with its thick coquina block walls 
I'm reminded of why I come back here, 
again and again. 
Across the room, a couple stare at the wall and 
rub their hands over die coquina. The tiny shells, 
formed into a natural concrete and cut from local 
beaches, are all over the city. "How old is this 
place?* 1 I hear the woman whisper. 

Like so many Americans, I grew up believing 
that the English were the first to settle in the New 
World. But 42 years before John Smith started 
Jamestown and 55 years before the pilgrims landed 
at Plymouth, Adm. Pedro Menendez de Aviles 
setded St. Augustine. It was 1565: So, die oldest 
continually occupied European settlement in the 
United States is Spanish. 

Dana Ste. Claire, die director of Heritage 
Tourism, Is passionate about his city's history. "When 
die Mayfiouw landed at Plymouth, St. Augustine 
was already up for urban renewal," he said, leaning 
forwaiTl in his seat. I liked him instantly. At his 
office in die Lighuier Museum (built in 1887 as die 
Hotel .Alcazar) Ste. Claire told me about the 450di 
anniversary of St. Augustine. "This is not about a 
specific date. It's not just an unbroken history but an 
enduring spirit diat we commemorate," Ste. Claire 
told me. He was beaming. "St. Augustine is a town 
worth celebrating." 

The city lias planned multiple events over 
die next four years to honor important cultural 
and historical milestones: the bicentennial of the 
Spanish Constitution, the discovery of Florida by 
Juan Ponce de Leon, the 50th anniversary of tin- 
civil rights movement. In 2015, St. Augustine wall 
celebrate the 450th anniversary of its founding with 
a yearlong party that we are all invited to attend. 
My visit with Ste. Claire had been arranged by

harbor master Sam Adukiewicz. He grew 
up on these shores and offered me a tour 
of the harbor. '"You have to see the city 
from the water,"' he explained. During 
our trip, he spoke about the St. Augustine 
Municipal Marina and the service it 
provides. With water taxi and other 
essential semces included in the rate, 
lying up in the harbor's mooring fields is 
another excellent option for cruisers. His 
marina is being dredged, and so is the 
channel from offshore into the harbor. 
"Until the dredging is complete, just tell 
your readers to favor the reds. I have 
had boats in here up to 190 feet. There 
is plenty of water.' 1 As we watched the 
crane dig up another bucket of silt from 
the harbor Hour, lie stared at the mud 
with the same look of wonder I had seen 
on the tourists' faces at the bar. "We [the 
city] keep anything they dig up. Think 
about it. There are 150 years of things 
dropped over the side down there." 

Just to starboard as you enter the harbor 
and before you get to the Castillo de San 
Marcos, Camachee Island is a perfect place 
to stay if your boat needs attention. There 



is a full-service marina for any-size vessel, 
and it's also closest (just a bridge away) to 
Wano Beach and features a grocery store 
for restocking the galley. The KingfLsh 
Grill at Camachee gets high marks too. 

For fine dining, though, 95 Cordova is 
the place to go. If the scared sea scallops 
were the only item the restaurant served, I 
would still return. 

The Casa Monica Hotel welcomed 



its first guests in 1888. It has had a few 
names over die years, closed during the 
Depression, and was even used as the 
county courthouse for a while. Richard 
Kessler bought it in 1997 and spent 
millions to restore the landmark hotel to 
its original grandeur. 

"We have 138 rooms and no two are 
alike,*' said Anthony Lazzara, the hotel's 
general manager. iC YVe have everything

from our standard accommodations to the 
exquisite three-bedroom, four-story Kessler 
Suite."' He walked me around the grand 
lobby to show olT its ornate hand-painied 
archways and gold-leaf accents. It occurred 
to me that there are two kinds of people 
here, those who love St Augustine and 
those who are about to. 

During your fust visit, don't make the 
tourist's mistake of thinking that St. George 



Street is die only place to shop. Every street 
in die old town has somediing to offer. To 
find the real gems, you must walk Civna. 
Hypolita, Spitnish, Cordova and Aviles 
Americas oldest street (sony, Philadelphia). 
Lined with restaurants, galleries and wares 
from local artisans, plus 18th and 19th 
century homes, these avenues are where you 
will truly start to love St. Augustine. 

On their way out of O.C. White's, 
die couple who had admired the walls 



stopped to ask the bartender, "When was 
this place built?" She paused in her work, 
grinned and said, "1790." 

History is a feeling in St. Augustine. 
It is an emotional constant living in the 
walls and the streets, as if those who built 
them knew something that we would need 
to remember that some things should 
never change. In 450 years, St. Augustine 
has never forgotten itself. Spend lime 
here; you won't forget it either. □

Currently being delivered at the rate of three per 
year, there is no end in sight. 

This level of long-term commercial success requires bolh new 
and repeat buyers. It's not surprising that owners of smaller yachts, 
Westport and otherwise, would look to the 1 1 2 as their desires and 
resources grew. While that is the norm, one buyer taking delivery 
of a new 2012 model traded in his 1998 Westport 112. 

Such an exchange indicaies continuing satisfaction with the 
construction and functionality of the model; a cordial relationship 
with the builder and its after-sale support services; and a craving 
for the enhanced features available only on the newer version of 
the yacht. Among die most prominent of those elements is the 
newly optional arrangement featuring a main-deck master suite. 

Phil Purcell, Westport's longtime vice president of sales, says 
the new arrangement was proposed to reignite interest among 
buyers dming the economic slump that first hit the marine 
industry in 2008. The layout was intended to appeal to Middle 
Eastern yachtsmen, and the first hull with an on-deck master 
was delivered to a client in Lebanon. Subsequent sales of the 
Westport 112, however, have been to North American buyers. 
Purcell is quick to point out that both of the arrangement plans 
are and will remain available, but he predicts that three out of 
four new builds will have the on-deck master stateroom. 

Purcell certainly knows his stuff when it comes to yachts and 
the buyers, but I'd bet his prediction will hold true only until 
Westport's team of innovative designers, under the leadership of 
naval architect Taylor Olson and engineering coordinator Tom 
Fox, develops yet another incarnation of die venerable model. 
To understand just how Westport has arrived where it is today, 
let's take a look at the origins and the journey of the yard and the 
Westport 1 1 2 from inception to the present. 

Westport Shipyard was founded in 196-1 in the southwestern 
Washington town of the same name. Initially, it focused on 
building vessels for the local commercial fishing industry, but 
word of the yard s quality work soon spread and others came 
knocking. Brothers Rick and Randy Rust bought the shipyard in 
1977. The Rusts brought a broader outlook to die company and 
soon added commercial passenger vessels to Westport's portfolio. 

An attractive pair of 92-foot passenger ferries serving 
California's Catalina Island generated a ton of publicity for the 
yard, and their offshore performance brought inquiries for odier 
applications. Having heavily invested in specialized equipment to 
speed the production and enhance the quality of fiberglass hulls, 
superstmclures and other molded parts, Westport received orders 
from custom builders around die Pacific Northwest to supply their 
lamination needs. 

The Rusts favored Seattle designer Jack Sarin, who had perfected 
his trade under the tutelage of the legendary Ed Monk Sr., working 
alongside Ed Monk Jr. The two younger men, today bodi in their 
70s and widi formidable reputations of their own, eventually set up 
separate design studios, Monk Jr. focusing on smaller yachts and 
commercial craft while Sarin tended to focus on larger vessels. Thus 
was die genesis of Golden Delicious, a 98-foot motoryacht designed 
by Sarin and built by Westpoit, w hich took the industry by storm 
in 1 988. It was a particularly pretty boat with an excellent hull and, 
if not the largest, was certainly among the biggest fiberglass yachts 
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Originally powered with Detroit Diesel 8V92s, today's 112 comes 
with MTU 16V2000s. These motors provide the yacht with a 22-knot 
cruise and a 25-knot top end. A big change to this vessel since 
her introduction is the ability to exchange the country kitchen 
(below) for a main-deck master (bottom). The eye-pleasing Estancia 
(opposite, bottom) is one of 50 Westport 1 12s built over the years. 




built at that time. It formed the basis for the current Westport 98. 

Over the years, the Rusts expanded their line of yachts to include 
the Westport 1 1 2, also based on a Sann-designed hull. They would 
eventually sell die company, part at fu st and then all, to Oiin Edson, 
an entrepreneur who had built an empire in production boatbuilding 
with the U.S. Marine Corp., located in northern Washington. 

Edson brought in fresh ideas and fresh faces, hiring Daryl 
Wakefield as general manager and augmenting the design 
talents of Sarin with those of Bill Garden and Greg Marshall. 
Wakefield, in turn, hired Olson (who had worked with Sarin) 
and Fox (who had worked with Wakefield at Admiral Yachts) to 
implement the new order. 

The most important of the changes were Edson-inspired 
procedures and controls, which enabled Westport to build custom 
yachts in an environment that is largely production-oriented. Such 
an approach ensures consistent quality while keeping costs in check, 
both of which significantly benefit the builder and buyer alike. 
Thus, Westport's line of offerings is broad and diverse, but only 
specific lengths are available. Arrangement choices can be tweaked 
a bit, but the basic platform is fixed — bulkheads and stairways, 
for instance, cannot be moved. Propulsion packages change only 
to incorporate new technology. The Westport 1 1 2 has transitioned 
from Detroit 8V92s to Detroit 1 2V92s to MTU 396s to today s pair 
of MTU 1 6V2000 engines, now chiving custom propellers at lower 
shaft speeds for better efficiency and less vibration, whether at the 
yacht's top speed of 25 knots or her cruise of 22 knots. 

Such limitations don't seem to be a 
hindrance to buyers of the 1 12, who are lice 
to personalize their yachts widi a wide choice 
of decor and other interior options, and 
now; a second arrangement plan. The classic 
edition includes a master, a VIP and two 
twin staterooms belowdecks, and a country 
kitchen forward on the main deck. This 
vessel's new arrangement still has four guest 
staterooms below, although the fourth is now 

a small upper/lower rather than a king master suite. The master 
suite sits where the country kitchen once resided, all the way forward 
on die main deck, with a spacious head down a few steps under 
die foredecks, borrowing from the space formeriy occupied by the 
below-deek master. Otherwise, much is die same in both versions, 
with a spacious salon, dining room, galley and open -yet-protected 
aiterdeck on the main level, and with lots of open entertainment 
area topside and forward. 

The Westport 1 1 2 still rides on die original Sarin-designed hull 
form, but credit for die modern profile and new arrangement goes 
to Taylor Olson. Purccll readily gives Olson his due, pointing out 
that he restyled not only the 1 12, but the 130 as well, to create a 
family look established by Marshall's restyling of Westport 's 98. The 
multitalented Olson also collaborated with Gairicn on the hull fin 
the Westport 1 (54, which features exterior styling by Donald Starkey 

Although the 1 1 2 has a new exterior and a new arrangement, 
the builder's attention to detail in construction and outfit, in 
joinerv and systems, remains much .is it has been since the 
beginning — die best it can be, and utterly complete on delivery. 
Westport's reputation is so good that many buyers dispense with 
die traditional shakedown cruise, instead departing the yard and 
heading off on their maiden voyage, confident that their vessel 
will perform as promised. LI

At the time that Westport's 98-foot Go/den Delicious {now 
named Destiny) was delivered in 1988, she was among 
the largest fiberglass yachts. But the "destiny" of West- 
port Shipyard was soon to be intertwined with that of its 
competitor across the continent. Herb Postma, a Hatteras 
dealer in Fort Lauderdale, Florida, had been buying semi- 
completed yachts from Hatteras for several years, finishing 
them with custom interiors and even adding cockpit exten- 
sions to suit owners who were willing to pay the difference. 
Hatteras, though, had a custom yacht division in the works 
and eventually cut off Postma's supply. Postma, the recent 
delivery of Go/den Delicious fresh in his mind, turned to 
Westport to help build his own line of custom yachts, all 
bearing his own Westship brand. Every Westship delivery 
broadened the builder's base and helped cement its repu- 
tation outside the world of commercial fishing. A victim of 
his own success, though, Postma would once again find 
himself on the outside as Westport, like Hatteras before it, 
began offering custom yachts bearing its own nameplate. 
Westport delivered its last Westship in 1998.

The proud bow of Viking's 55 Convertible pierced the 
outer edge of Atlantic City, New Jersey's Absecon 
Inlet and entered into a near-flat-calm ocean. She 
was pointed east and I got the sense dial this sport- 
fisherman wanted to bolt straightway for the distant 
canyons in search of novel-worthy pelagics that could easily span 
her 1 7-foot-9-inch beam. I know it's what I wanted her to do. 
After all, this vessel is named Business (hull No. 1] and dealing 
big-game boats is what this builder is all about. 

This sport-fisherman is constructed to handle die rigors of 
such offshore duty. Her vacuum-infused, Baltek-core hull 
except for where there are through-hull penetrations, which 
are solid fiberglass sports a planing form that follows that 
of her predecessors, the Viking 60 and 70. (Vacuum infusion 



is also used on numerous other parts of this yacht for weight 
savings. All totaled, die 55 comes in at a 77,700-pound, full-load 
displacement, which is lighter than most in her class.) 

Unlike earlier Vikings, this hull form features amplified convex 
sections forward and afl that help with head-sea performance 
and enhance stability in a seaway, roll movement on the drift or 
trolling and lift when throttling up. In addition, two small strakes 
add lo her effortless planing ability 

A raised sheer line above the walerline complements my test 
boat's enhanced shape beneath it. The result is increased forward 
freeboard, which should keep most spray at bay and ensure that 
the flying bridge's optional Costa Clear enclosure is relatively 
salt-free when Poseidon gets an attitude (as he is known to do). 

Where this boat truly shines is when she s pushing herself 
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to the ragged edge of performance. During my wheel time, I 
took the twin ZF single-lever controls and flattened them to the 
pins. The optional 1 ,550-horscpower MAN 12-cylinder diesels 
quickly spooled up in sweet synchronic! ty at 2,330 rpm, which is 
well within the 2,300 rpm raring, as the 55 shot in the direction 
of those calling canyons. (MAN 1 ,400 hp diesels are standard, 
and 1 ,800 hp MANs and 1 ,625 hp Caterpillar C32s are also 
options.) I checked die center 1 7-inch screen of dils boat's three- 
display electronics setup, featuring the optional Furuno NavNet 
3D system, and noted the speed on the GPS: 42 knots! 

This velocity created an awesome blow-what-hair-I-have-left 
breeze thai am helmsman would welcome as a wake-up greeting 
or for cooling off after a long day of trolling for those pugnacious 
pointy-nose fish that big-game anglers love to chase. That speed 
will cost, however, about 160 gph. 

Dialing back her engines to 1 ,900 rpm set this test boat at a 
comfortable 33.5-knot cruise while the MANs burned 1 00 gph. At 
this pace, this 55 has a range of 488 nautical miles or 0.34 nmpg 
based on her 1 ,6 1 9-gallon fuel capacity and a 1 0 percent reserve. 
(My test vessel featured an optional 205-gallon tank, which is 
positioned under the companionway stairs leading belowdecks.) 
At 1,700 rpm those MANs go through 76 gph, reduce the boat's 
speed to a quite-respectable 29 knots and extend that range to 
556 nautical miles. In addition, this setting keeps the engine load 
in the low- to mid-60 percent realm, helping ensure diat your 
vessel's power plants have a long and healthy run. 

Although this model doesn't feature the fly-by-wire Viking 
independent programmable electro-hydraulic rudder (VIPER) 
steeling system of her larger siblings, she's no less agile with 
her power-assisted tie-bar setup, which has offset tiller arms to 
enable fast response and quick cuts. I put the wheel hard over 
while she made 36 knots and this 55-footer caived a near- 
perfect, three-boat-length circle into the sea while feeling sure-

looted throughout the maneuver. This yacht's pedigree was also 
evident in her ability to effortlessly spin on her axis and back 
down with a vengeance. (To see how this boat handles, check 
out our sea-trial video niyoulube. com/mer/yafhtiii^agazwe/vidms.) 
Tournament anglers will really appreciate her agility. 

They will also appreciate this yacht's 151 square feet of fish- 
fighting cockpit space as well as the two massive in-sole fish boxes 
under the optional teak-covered cockpit that are both capable of 
holding several bigeyes. Of course, these boxes can also be set up 
as a clump for die ice maker (as on this vessel) and live wells, or any 
combination of the three. There's also an in-transom kill box. Like 
that cockpit sole, the 55 sports optional all-leak covering boards. 

Finishing off die business side of this boat is a pair of Rupp 
outriggers, a contoured and artisanal-grade Release Marine 
offset fighting chair set up for battling granders and a mezzanine 
with built-in bait stowage under the seat. 

The same attention to detail given to the 55's construction and 
fishability can be found in this sport-fisherman's interior spaces. 
This test vessel spotted grain-matched, high-gloss teak veneer 
throughout her interior. Attractive teak strips set up against the 
salon's cream-tone headliner subdy, but effectively, play off the 
overhead LED lighting, adding a sense of warmth to this space. 

The 5 5s starboard-side island galley layout with an Amtico 
rosewood-tone sole sported two stools at the overhanging 
counlertop, offering a great place for breakfast. Four under- 
counter, drawer-style Sub-Zeros (two refrigerators, two freezers) 
offer plenty of room for stores for the traveling angler and his 
team for a week or more. If you prefer, you can lose the island 
and extend the galley counter outboard to starboard, which gains 
you two more drawers under it. (This 55 got extra freezer space 
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The island counter can be extended to add stowage space below. by placing a unit on the Hying bridge in lieu of the standard sink.

A four-burner electric cooktop makes meal preparation for 
the crew a breeze, but when the bite is hot and time is limited, 
the Sharp Carousel microwave makes reheating that oh-so-tasty 
Hot Pocket a no-brainer. (You know you eat them.) 

Deep pullout cabinet drawers offer sizable stowage space for 
diy goods, paper products and snacks. Worthy of note is the light 
feci of the galley's cabinet doors, which are cored with Nomex 
honeycomb in ye! another weight-saving measure. All latches 
and catches here are robust, and even when running die 55 at 
wide-open throttle up and over boat wakes, not one door or 
drawer popped open. 

Form and function really meld well on this sport-fisherman, 
and this is illustrated in the belowdecks layout, which features a 
starboard-side master stateroom with en suite head. Eye-catching 
arched doors define die hanging locker here while a dresser sits 
just forward of the queen-size berth. Additional stowage is found 
in myriad drawers along die outboard side of the room and in 
two end tables that Hank the berth. 




Guests and/ or crew can take refuge after a long day of battling 
big fish in either die portside guest space with side-by-side berdis 
or the forepeak VIP, which on this 55 featured crossover berths 
a great arrangement lor the hard-core angler and his team. 
For the straighl-up cmiser or cruiser-gentleman angler, you can 
also get a step-up island queen berth here. 

In 1996 Viking Yachts launched its first 55-footer. It was the 
prat-luxury-tax world, and over a five-year period this builder 
constructed and sold about 150 of them. A lot lias been learned 
over the course of building so many boats, and it shows in the 
new 55. This wealth of experience, combined with innovations in 
today's hull design, build methods and technologies, makes it easy 
to predict that the Viking 55 will be a winner all over again. □

t sounded ridiculous to me: a 100 percent cashmere carpet 
— its soft, silky fibers gathered from the coats of the rare 
Hyrcus goat diat lives in the mountains of Mongolia, 
Afghanistan and Iran. I maintained a journalist's neutral 
composure, but inside. I snorted, tome on! This was just 
too over-the-top. Then I walked across it in my bare feet, which 
seemed to sink ever so slighdy into a cloudlike cushion. I tried 
not to be seduced by its softness and naturally perfect pale taupe 




shade the undyed color of the goats' fur. But I am human and 
I am not ashamed to say it: I wanted Loro Piana 's One Step to 
Heaven carpet in the worst possible way. I believed with all my 
heart that adding diis subde yet luscious luxury to my humble 
steel trawler's interior would elevate not just the look of the boat, 
but my very existence aboard, to nautical nirvana. It would be 
the superyacht effect, without die superyacht. Sigh. 

My conversion was swift but it shouldn't have been surprising. 
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For years, Loro Plana has made its reputation as the ne plus ultra 
brand of luxury fabrics and textiles. It has accomplished this 
through a rigorous devotion to natural luxury, quality control, 
elegance and function ■ or, as die company's website explains, 
"'combining traditional craftsmanship with advanced technology."' 

I was surprised by the function part of the equation, but did 
you know that in the unlikely event that bare, wet feel should 
traipse across your salon's One Step to Heaven carpet it's not a 
biij problem? In addition to having the natural water-repellent 
properties of a mountain-dwelling goat, the carpet is treated 
with a stain protector. Another example of function hiding 
beneath elegant form is lx>ru Piana's Storm System fabric, the 
finest natural wool treated with a water-repellent yet breathable 
membrane that also blocks wind. Top fashion designers around 
the world use it to provide protection from the elements without 
resorting to unlovely synthetic polymers. 

Pier Luigi and Sergio Loro Piana now run their sixth- 
generation family business together, and Pier Luigi is a passionate 
yachtsman. A visit aboard his Reichel-Pugh-designed, Mick 
Cookson-built sailboat My Song confirmed the family's — and 
the brand's — aesdietic of elegant practicality. 

Pier Luigi loves to race, but he also lows to cruise. And My 
Song reflects that compromise with a minimalist interior that is 
also extremelv comfortable and chic. Carbon fiber built-ins and 
sole keep the boat lightweight. "Wc had a teak sole designed and 
built for the boat so we could use it when we weren't racing, but 
we have never once used it," Pier Luigi says laughing. Why bother? 
The carbon fiber is beautiful, surrounded as it is by touches of teak 
and, of course, a spare collection of top-quality linens, towels and 
accessories from Loro Piana. 

On deck, there are vast sunning 
areas, covered in a simple taupe terry 
clodi and surrounded by more teak. 
Pier Luigi and his wife travel so much 
that My Song's master winds up being 
the place they sleep more often than 
anywhere else. Docked in Rapaflo on 
Italy's Ligurian coast, this yacht spends 
much of every summer cruising the 
coast and islands of die Mediterranean. 

"I love Capri and [also] this part of 
the coast," Pier Luigi says. "In August, 
it's a little crowded, so we like to go to 
Greece, where we cruise with two or 
three other friends who have boats." 

Pier Luigi's passion has led to company sponsorship of two 
large regattas, the Loro Piana Superyacht Regalia in Sardinia, 
Italy, and the Loro Piana Superyacht Regatta and Rendezvous 
in the British Virgin Islands. Both events are in partnership widi 
the Costa Smeralda Yacht Club, which was founded in Porto 
Gervo, Sardinia, and now has a second club in Oil Nut Bay on 
Virgin Gorda. The Mediterranean event, which began in 2008 
and is run in June, opens the sailing season in Europe. The 
Caribbean event takes place in mid-March and, though it's only 
two years old, has been very successful, thanks to its calendar and 
geographical proximity to other major large-yacht sailing events 
like the St. Barths Bucket. 

My Song was launched in 1999, but Pier Luigi admits that, if 
he had it to do over again, he would build the same boat. She 
came in 16 tons lighter than projected and is still competitive,

Pier Luigi "discovered" Lotus Flower fabric, made from 
Nelumbo nucifera, a lotus, in Myanmar. Local artisans had 
been weaving it by hand for centuries, but its production was 
so costly and time-consuming that it had almost disappeared. 
Around 35,000 stems are harvested (and must be hand-spun 
within three days) to produce a yard of this stunning fabric. 
Formerly used to create monks robes, it has the feel of linen 
and raw silk, and it retains many of the properties of the flower 
from which it comes. Lotus Flower fabric is wrinkle-resistant, 
breathable and waterproof. Its limited production for the luxu- 
ry market is also sustaining a dying art and its practicioners. 
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though newer builds obviously have more advanced technologies. 
As he puis it, 'It's a cruising boat with racing technology" and the 
minimal compromises suit him. 

It's not hard to see the connection between personal passion and 
the f amily's brand. Pier Luigi admits that sailing inspires him - 6 riot 
just racing," he says, "but the spirit of yachting — with fun, relaxing 

time afterwards." 

For the yachtsman who has eveiything, Loro Piana offers an 
incredible range of beautiful and durable fabrics, carpets and luxury 
accessories that are worth every penny. In its showroom located on 
Madison Avenue in New York, and in its factoiies in Italy, I swooned 
over one sumptuous product after another - - and Fin a down-to- 



earth tomboy 'ITiis stuff is not just home or yacht mrnishing: It's ait. 

Perhaps nothing better demonstrates the combination of luxiuy 
and versatility thai I-oro Piana exemplifies than this: The terry- 
covered deck cushions aboard My Song, which have served for many 
years, have a habit of going overboard in the wind. Waterlogged 
teny is heavy, and more than one expensive cushion has had an 
involuntary burial at sea. Pier Luigi s new plan is to re-cover them 
in Lotus Flower fabric. Hand woven from die stems of a particular 
type of watcrlily (see "Heavenly Fabric," page 36), this rare and 
sumptuous fabric feels like a cross between linen and raw silk. And 
naturally, it floats. —J

There are three of them. 

They're not exactly circling, but they definitely arc hovering. And 
they're looking square at us as if we stole their lunch. 

We'd arrived airly this morning at Lynyard Gay, so early that it felt 
like we were on our own private beach on a sunny Saturday in the 
Abacos. I swam out from the sand and had die crystal-blue waters 
all to mvself as I Hoated on mv back and let the warm rays wash over 
mv face. It was one of those moments when you feel like you, and vou 
alone, have discovered a little piece of paradise on the planet. 

But thai moment — as delightful a swimming respite as any 
half-hour during my previous 40 years of life - - had now ended. 
The three monster-width sailing catamarans were coming 
in from die north, side by side in what looked like a military 
formation. Beach-ready bareboaters were at die throttles. They 
inched toward us not like cats at play, but instead like tigers on 
the prowl. They wanted our stretch of sand. Oh yeah, they 
wanted it bad. 

It couldve easily turned into a showdown, bin lucky for diem, 
we were getting ready to climb up the swim ladder and cruise 
onward. And lucky for us, our imminent departure was based 
solely on die fact that there's so much else still to see and do in 
the Abacos. 

The Bahamas are a 550-mile swadi of territory; and die Abacos 
are its northeastern island group. They're anchored by Great 
Abaco Island and its main town of Marsh Harbour, where there's 
an airport with feeder flights from Miami, Nassau and a few other 
locations. From die marinas at Marsh Harbour, there's easily a 
week s worth of cays to explore without traveling more than about 
15 miles north or south. The beaches arc beautiful, the bars are 
open, and die restaurants are serving basket-loads of conch fritters. 

As widi most of the Bahamas, the Abacos are atop plateaus dial 
rise up from the ocean floor, making the whole place more like a 
swimming pool than a bay. Water depths average just 10 to 40 feet. 
In plenty of spots, the water is loo skinny to transit, but everywhere 
I look, die blues and greens are practically glowing. The place Is 
just plain stunning, which is why so many boaters enjoy island 
hopping here year-round. It's also why having a serious tender is 
so important for charter. Bigger yachts with deeper drafts can't get 
to a lot of places in the Bahamas, but a yacht widi a towed tender 
really opens the location to all kinds of fun. 

Our primary ride, the 80-foot Bama Breeze, is new to the charter 
scene here. The Hattera.s was built in 1990 and had a nice 
interior refit not too long ago, which is what tempted her current 
owner to buy her in early 2011. He added a 3 1 -foot Jupiter to the 
yacht's 15-foot Zodiac and Sea-Doo, and then enjoyed his mini 
fleet privately until just a few months ago, when he signed Bama 
Breeze into the charter fleet at Peter Kehoe & Associates. The 
yacht and her tenders are now available for six-guest bookings all 
over southeast Florida and the Bahamas, including the popular 
central Abacos area where I got on board for a long weekend. 

I was the first-ever charter guest aboard, and the yacht was 
still gearing up its program during my visit. Longtime fishing- 
boat captain Robert Hollingsworth and his wife, Tara, were 
working part-time as the owner's crew and were still sorting out 
basics when I arrived. (A third crew member will be aboard for 
charters.) The Hollingsworths welcomed me as they would an 
old friend, making good use of the Southern charm of their 
native Charleston. South Carolina. They regaled me with tasty 



home-cooked suppers and stories that only a true Southerner 
knows how to reel out nice and slowly, including a great one 
about Robert having been captain of the Ocean 56 Fly Buoy 
when her 499.3-pountl blue marlin look first prize in The Big 
Rock Blue Marlin Tournament back home just a week earlier. 

After we'd all gotten to know each other a bit, I asked to see 
if Robert's more than 30 years of Bahamian cruising experience 
also applied to nonfishing guests. We made Elbow Cay our base 
and used die Jupiter tender to explore from Baker's Bay up north 
down to Little Harbor in the south at a well-paced 25 to 30 knots. 

Cruising in the Jupiter reminded me just how much fun a 
person can have with a tender of diat caliber in the Abacos. 
Snorkeling, gunk holing, fishing, bar hopping all of it is made 
easy and comfortable for charter guests of all ages. 

"The owner wants Bama Breeze to be a charter boat for families/' 
Robert told me as we cruised along the white sands of Tahiti

Beach on Elbow Cay. "The owner has four girls ages 2 to 17, so We 
are outfitted with all kinds of cribs, child life jackets all of it." 

I was also reminded of how terrific it is to have a high-speed 
tender in a place like the Abacos, where there's always something 
interesting going on somewhere if you have a way to get to it. In 
Little Harbor, we ran into Pete Johnston, who owns Pete's Pub 
and Gallery on the waterfront. The pub is what you'd expect in 
tin- Bahamas T-shirts lining the ceilings and rum drinks on 
the menu but the gallery was a surprising treat, as was my 
short tour of the foundry where Johnston sculpts in bronze. His 
pieces are memorable, especially when you see that they're made 
in an open-air building about five steps from the water. 

Another nice surprise for me was just outside of Hope Town, 
where we tied up the Jupiter and sat down lor lunch at the 
familv- friendly Firefly Sunset Resort. This restaurant, with

villas, is new to the Abacos since my last visit a few years ago. 
The owners of the Firefly are the same people behind Firefly 
Sweet Tea Vodka, so the drinks menu is refreshingly creative. 
We enjoyed conch fritters and fish cakes while a child's birthday 
party went on in the background, with resort staff creating a 
makeshift slip-and-slide leading from the pool down to the 
marina dock near the ocean. 

Our tender also took us to some longtime favorite haunts, 
including Nipper's Beach Bar and Grill, and Grabber's at Sunset, 
both of which are at Orchid Bay on Great Guana Gay. While 
within easy walking distance of one another, they offer totally 
different vibes. Nipper's is colorful and filled with 20-somethings 
in bikini tops, while Grabber's is more subdued, with older 
1 1 tuples enjoying hammocks along the waterfront beach. 

All of this on-shore liin is of course the precise opposite of the 
solitude that we found at Lynyard Gay, as well as a reminder that 
die Abacos have a lot to offer, whether you want to relax in peace 
or hang out with the reggae crowd. 

Gome to think of it, I should go back and thank those three 
sailing catamarans for bum-rushing us off the beach that morning. 
If we hadn't hustled our way around the rest of the Abacos during 
my short visit, imagine all that I would have missed. □

am trying to imagine how I might feel if I were a 1 2-year- 
old boy. My heart rate would be skyrocketing, somewhere 
in the vicinity of overtired-sugar-high meets pretty-girl-just- 
kissed-me. 

The view from the swim platform is almost surreal, as if Willy 
Wonka ditched the chocolate business and went into water sports. I 
see eight wakeboards for all different skill levels. There are regular 
water skis, trick skis and slalom skis. Near them are skurf boards 
(skurfing is a blend of water skiing and surfing using a boogie- 
board-type device and land-based vehicles to pull the skurfer), 



wakeskates ami wake surfboards. I step ii|> to the a lie re leek ami see 
at least 20 inflatable toys blown up and ready to tow me behind 
an I tt-lbot Xautica tender. Two giant hamster lulls are begging 
me to climb inside for a roll around the water. I see Yamaha 
WaveRunners. I spot a windsurfer. There are Sea-Doo underwater 
scooters, snorkeling gear and enough fishing gear to land Moby- 
Dick. I crane my neck to try to see the top of the inflatable water 
slide that is attached to the sun deck. I can't believe Pm going to 
get to zoom down that tiling as often as I want. 

That's when 1 hear laughter coming through the doors from 
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the main salon. I step inside and see a video playing on the TV 
ll shows the yacht's inflatable ski jump and wakeboard rail slide, 
with kids just a little bit older than I am Hying through die air. 
They scream so loudly from the adrenaline rush diat diey drown 
out the engine of the boat that's towing them. 

Fm pretty sure that as a 1 2-year-old boy Fd be speechless at that 
point, my mouth hanging open and drooling with anticipation. Fd 
also imagine my parents would be speechless too, with Mom in 
particular wondering if I could physically survive the week to come. 

At that moment, Capt. James Knowles steps over to officially 
welcome me on board. "We've tried to hurt ourselves, all of 
the crew, just to be sure the guests will be safe," he says with a 
reassuring smile. "So far we're all OK." 

And thus it would begin, a charter on board the 168-foot 
Oceanco hizy Z-> which aspires to offer guests more water toys 
than any other yacht. From the moment I stepped aboard, my 
inner child was roused and readv. The adult in me was also 
pleased, since the 1 997 build somehow looked even better than 
the previous times she's impressed me. That's because the owner 
of Lazy ^"invests in a substantial program of maintenance and 
upgrades, putting the yacht into the shipyard twice a year and 
doing more than is necessary when the opportunity arises. 

"They are in a constant high-end maintenance mode." 
says Nina Martinsen, Lazy Z* charter manager at Camper & 
Nicholsons International. "Instead of doing what many yacht 
owners do, which is waiting to go into the shipyard once every 
10 years and fix things that have been piling up for years, Lazy 
owner never lets anything go, and he always finds ways to add 
m< ire. F< »r insian< e, the vacht just had her I 5-year Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency (MCA) survey in February, and she passed

with flying colors. The owner used that shipyard opportunity to 
add zero-speed stabilizers." 

Knowles is one of two captains on Lazy Z ^ e alternates six 
weeks on, six weeks (ill with ( 'apt. lirad Kitchen A pair ul engineers 
rotate too. The idea is for the crew to be fresh and at the ready, 
even if Lazy Z books back-to-back charters over a long period of 
time. Martinsen says the yacht gets many charter inquiries from 
repeal clients, so the rotating staff helps to accommodate them all. 

In addition to adding new features and every water toy 
imaginable, the owner has also evolved Lazy Z herself over the 
years. Knowles, who started out as a day laborer, has seen this 
yacht change firsthand as he worked his way up to deckhand, 
mate and now captain since 2008. 

"We have watched how the charter guests use the spaces on

The 1 68-foot Oceanco LazyZwas the first charter yacht to 
advertise an inflatable water slide a few years ago.

Yacht owners interested in purchasing inflatable water 
slides can contact Brownie's in Fort Lauderdale, Florida 
(yachttoys.com), which sells the Freestyle Cruiser brand 
that is often seen in charter. Several models are available 
depending on the size of the yacht, and each is custom- 
built to suit the yacht's specifications. Typical lead time 
for orders is 45 to 60 days, and personalization with the 
yacht's name or logo is also available. 

Brownie's also sells the inflatable ski jump and wake- 
board rail slide that are fast becoming popular with charter 
guests aboard the LazyZ, 



board and then thought about ways to optimize those spaces," he 
told me. "The formal dining room, ibr instance. It used to be used 
rarely, only if people wanted to eat inside. We have convened that 
space so it can also be used as a therapy room with a massage bed. 
Now that room is used every single day. We've even had charters 
where we add a live-aboard masseuse for the week." 

The main salon, which Knowles explained was used only 
sparingly, now has a projector screen and blackout shades to 
create a cinema experience. That, plus the 2,500 movies on this 
vessel's Kaleidescape server, often lure guests in to relax after 
dinner instead of staying at the table. 

A projector added to Lazy Z* sun deck turns that space into 
an outdoor cinema. So instead of the hot tub being occupied 
until sunset and then covered until the next afternoon, guests arc 
enjoying it well into the wee hours, watching their favorite films in 
the open air. 

Wliile the majority of die crew are entertaining guests widi 
the water toys and onboard amenities, chef Richard Parnell is 
creating memorable meals in the galley. Parnell positively wowed 
industry-leading charier brokers with a luncheon in FAirope this 
past spring, bringing to bear eveiything he has learned working 
for chef Gordon Ramsey, at Michelin-rated restaurants in London 
and New York, at the Huka Lodge in New Zealand and, most 
recently, as the personal head chef to the royal family of Jordan. 

"The queen of Jordan is a raw-food vegan, and so is our 



boss," Knowles told me. "A lot of chefs can't do that, but Rich is 
amazing at it - and at everything else." 

Lazy Z can accommodate either 10 or 12 guests for charter, 
depending on how they want to use the yacht. She has six 
staterooms for 12 guests, or the smallest of those cabins can be 
given to a supernumerary, such as a live-aboard masseuse. If that 
is what the guests want, Knowles says, then the total complement 
of guests is reduced to 10. 

"That usually only happens in the Caribbean," he adds. "In 
the Mediterranean, we can stay close to shore and the masseuse 
can come on and ofT the boat each day by tender. In the 
Caribbean, it's easier to have a live-aboard masseuse because 
you're cruising from island to island." 

And you're busy playing with all of those water toys. Certainly, 
a massage is going to be in order if you're learning to wakeskate 
or skurf for die first time, which is exactly what the crew aboard 
Lazy Z hopes guests of all ages will do. 

"This crew, if they don't have a charter, they're miserable," 
Martinsen says. "The whole crew is high energy. They love the 
water. They get in the water with the guests and encourage all 
kinds of fun. If the charterers have a good time, they have a 
good time. That's what this boat is all about." □

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SOME CREWED CHARTER YACHTS LEND THEMSELVES TO COUPLES OR FAMILIES 
WHO WANT TO CRUISE TOGETHER AND SPLIT THE BILL r> r/~ w •

One of the best-kept secrets in luxury yacht charter is thai 
its possible for couples or families to split the bill. While 
most charters are booked by a principal client who pays 
the full rate and brings guests, more charters these days are being 
reserved by couples or families who hire the boat together and 
then share the cost. 

"We've always seen clients doing that, but it's more out in 
the open these past few years since the start of die recession," 
says Diana Mares-Brody, a longtime charter broker in the Palm 
Beach, Florida, office of Camper & Nicholsons International. 
The biggest challenge with splitting the bill for a charter yacht is 
finding one with staterooms of nearly equal size. The majority 
of yachts available for charter have a large master suite and then 
some smaller cabins, which can seem unfair if everyone is paying 
die same amount. 

"If I know that the clients are going to be sharing the cost 
of the charter, then I try to oiler them boats that have similar- 
size cabins,' 1 says Maggie Vale, a charter broker with Churchill 
Yacht Partners in Newport, Rhode Island. "Maybe a quarter 



u! the boats in the charier Heel are like ihis, whether vou waul 
fairly equal cabins with double beds or, if it's families, two larger 
cabins for the adults and two smaller cabins for the kids.'' 

Examples of charter yachts that offer four or five cabins 
with king-size beds for groups of adult couples include the 
122-foot Flagship Shogun (with Northrop & Johnson ), the 130- 
foot Christensen Sweet Escape (with Churchill Yacht Partners), 
the 130-foot Westport Mary Alia II (with C U Yacht Charters) 
and the 144-foot Palmer Johnson Four Wishes (with Fraser Yachts 
Worldwide). 

For families with kids who need a couple of larger cabins plus 
a couple of smaller ones, some popular options include the 68- 
foot Maiora M il Power {with Paradise Yacht Charters), the 86-foot 
Sunseeker Firecracker (with Ocean Independence), the 123-foot 
Heesen Calqf (with Edmiston & Co.) and the 1 15-foot Pendennis 
Hemisphere (with Burgess Yachts). 

Of course, a group chartering together can book any yacht, no 
matter die cabin configuration. Vale has had clients draw straws 
aboard yachts with a monstrous master suite. Charter broker

charier client has to have his name on the contract with the 
yacht's owner. After that is decided, along with who occupies 
which cabins, then the trip's finances can be handled in a couple 
of ways. 

Vale says the best way to split the bill is for the principal client 
to advance the full amount and then get reimbursed by die other 
guests. Wray has organized charters this way too, as well as 
charters in which each client submits payments to the booking 
broker individually. 

Problems sometimes arise with the latter method, she says. 

"It can be difficult with five couples, which means five

Katie Wray at Worth Avenue Yachts in Palm Beach, Florida, 
sometimes helps groups adjust their contributions depending on 
the cabin sizes, or she works with the crew to help the guests 
change cabins once during the week so that more than one 
couple can experience the master. 

"Some couples actually tell me that they prefer the cabins with 
the twin beds because they say they get a better night's sleep,' 1 
Wray says. 

Regardless of how many people book a yacht, one principal 



incoming wire transfers," Wray explains. "A single couple being 
late with their final payment could jeopardize the entire booking. 
... Some owners are sticklers on those final-payment dates and 
the entire group would lose all of their previous deposits because 
that last couple was late." 

Perhaps the best option with some groups is to have one client 
be responsible for collecting the money and then receive the 
master cabin as thanks for the extra effort. That way, both issues 
are resolved before the charter even begins. □

hanks to blindingly fast evo- 
lutions in processing chips, 
advanced satellite com- 
munications systems and 
I NMEA 2000 (N2K: data 

backbones, contemporary 
navigators can instantly 
H access a mind-boggling 

amount of information. 
But with this comes a co- 
nundrum how best to utilize the data. Two dis- 
tinct schools have emerged dedicated marinized 
chart plotters/multifunction displays (MFDs) and 
PC-based navigation programs. Where are these 
technologies now, and where arc they headed? 

PCs 

PC-based navigation software arrived in the early 
1990s, offering boaters the ability to navigate 
on a familiar platform. While early programs 
were awkward, this improved with hardware and 
software evolutions. Today, the PC-navigation 
experience is intuitive. "We're careful to follow 
Microsoft's [operating-system] guidelines," said 
Jeff Hummel, director of sales and marketing at 
Rose Point Navigation Systems {msepoinhuw.com). 
"Our products look like a modern Windows app." 

Capt. Rich Wittig, a serious offshore cruiser 
who owns more than 6,000 digital charts, told 



me that having immediate access to information 
and charts is the biggest advantage of PC-based 
navigation. "With a PC you can download all U.S. 
charts they're not copyrighted," Wittig said. "I 
maybe download 300 charts per month. ... Also, 
you don't have to keep paying for the updates.*' 
Hummel agreed: "Why do people buy PC-based 
navigation systems? Charts. [Plus,] plotters can't 
provide the same graphics as PCs/' High-end chart 
plotters feature large louchscreens with multiple 
windows, but readability and scale struggle when 
compared with PCs, which excel at discretely 
displaying critical data without occupying huge 
sw aths of the screen. 

"The biggest advantage [of navigating with 
a PC] is user interface and the higher threshold 
of information that's not normally available 
with a plotter," Hummel said. Also, different 
software excels at different tasks. For example, 
many experienced navigators use Expedition 
(/asmanbaynav.co.iiz) for viewing weather en route, 
whereas Adrena Tactique (adrena.fi) excels at 
factoring in sea state and wind-wave crossing 
angles. Deckman ibatidg.com) is great for reckoning 
the "costs" of different routing decisions, and 
Rose Point was written for serious cruisers. 
Maptech's Chart Navigator {maptech.com) and 
Garmin's HomePort igarmin.com) were designed to 
play nicely with each company's proprietary chart 
kits; Raymarine's Ray Tech RNS 6.2 {raymarine 
.com) works especially well with its SeaTalk system; 
and many professional mariners rely on The 
Capn (lhecapn.com). These programs take direct 
advantage of a PC's iniegrated-communication 
abilities, which allow you to download GRIB files 
and weather models from a variety of sources 
via cellular or salcom systems. Moreover, these 
programs enable you to easily tinker with your 
routing options including tides and currents 
— days in advance, typically using both raster

and vector charts. This depth of analysis makes 
PCs the clear choice for minimizing passage 
times. Best yet, one computer can be loaded 
with a smorgasbord of software, adding serious 
versatility to one box. 

Given the ubiquity of Windows-based operating 
systems (OS) and their thundering market share 
(especially pre-iPod), the majority of PC-based nav 
software was designed for Windows architecture. 
This is changing, however, with the advent of Mac- 
friendly nav programs, such as MacENC (macenc 
. com), GPSNavX {gpsnavx. com ) , iNavX {mavx. com), 
Garmin's Mac-specific HomePort and MacGPSPro 
(macgf)spro.com) a albeit with possible connectivity/ 
compatibility issues with other onboard hardware 
and software. For heavier-duty navigation, Mac 
users can nm a Windows-simulation program called

Parallels, which is available on iTunes, 
rendering their silver machine a black box. 

If computer-based navigation sounds 
enchanting, you're correct, but it comes 
with inherent downsides. "No piece of 
electronics equipment on a boat shouldn't 
be waterproof," said Capt. Henry 
Marx, the owner of Landfall Navigation 
iJaudfallnauigatioiL com) and a Safety at Sea 
seminar instructor. 'Tor example, if you go 
below deck widi wet foulies and lean over 
the nav station, you'll leak onto the PC' 

Others agree that PCs suffer from a 
lack of environmental robustness and are 
prone to logging frequent-flier miles in 
rough seas. "PCs are cheaper but they're 
more vulnerable than plotters," said Capt. 
Rip Knot, who suggests navigating on a 
tucked-away PC that's connected to two 
or more marinized video monitors, such 
as those made by Nauticomp (nautkomp 
.com) or Big Bay (bigbaylech.com). Ideally, 
Knot said, this machine will be reserved 
for navigation not social networking 

to reduce virus susceptibility Knot and 
Hummel also recommended carrying 
a backup PC that's a mirrored copy of 
your primary machine. "If I were going 
offshore, Fd cany a spare laptop in a 
Pelican case (pelican.com) or in a metal case 
to protect it against lightning strikes," 
Hummel advised. 



CHART PLOTTERS 

On the Hip side of the navigation coin 
are chart plotters, namely proprietary 
stand-alone units that pull data from 
the N2K (or NMEA 0187) backbone, 

or from networked instruments. This 
means waterproof (or highly water- 
resistant) construction, permanent 
mountability and either restricted 
or zero Internet connectivity, thus 
eliminating the threat of viruses. "A 
plotter is dedicated, and in many ways 
it's more robust and reliable than a 
PC," said Eric Kunz, senior product 
manager at Furuno USA ifurunousa.com). 
"Tins is important in rough weather. 
PCs are one second away from being 
paperweights.*' Because of this, marine- 
specific plotters, such as those made 
by Raymarine, Navico (nauico.com) and 
Furuno offer a distinct advantage over 
water-sensitive PCs. 

Kunz said that the longstanding 
marine-industry trend has been to 
utilize PC technology but to package 
it in a marine-specific case. "We're a 
cottage industry," Kunz said. "We're 
taking this technology and spinning it 
into our own projects/' For example, 
Furuno's newest high-end chart-plotter 
system - the TZlouch is basically a 
computer, but one dial's both waterproof 



and single-minded. "On a PC you can 
have competing programs righting for 
memory," Kunz said. "The file structure is 
more manual, and you have to make sure 
that you don't have too many programs 
running. Plotters eliminate this." Furuno's 
cutting-edge TZlouch bundles limited 
Internet connectivity, which delivers an 
efficient method for pushing out software 
and firmware updates, or for verifying 
and unlocking chart kits. But limited 
connectivity is key, bec ause Furuno wants 
to eliminate virus exposure. 

Along with reduced graphics and 
limited analytical abilities, an obvious 
drawback of chart-plotter navigation is 
the accessibility and availability of charts. 
"Chart plotters are proprietary," Knot 
said. "Thev can't use all the free U.S. 
government charts." Because of iliis, 
Wittii! advised, serious boaters must earn 
a menu of paid-for chart kits. 

THE FUTURE 

According to all sources, die differences 
between chart plotters and PCs are 
binning, especially as now-generation 
plotters are coming equipped with 
processer chips and graphics cards diat rival 
1< iwcr-end l'( is. ( iouple these advances widi 
environmental robustness and readability 
in direct sunlight (another pilfall of current 
laptops, smaitphones and nonmarinized 
tablets) and it's hard to argue against 
marine-specific hardware ... except when 
you consider a PC's versatility, integrated 
communications and user interface. 

We should be thankful that choosing 
between a PC or a dedicated chart 
plotter isn't binary. For example, 
aboard my dad's J/ 11, a strapped-down 
laptop stowed in a drawer provides the 
navigating brawn, but it's backed up by a 
mirrored laptop (stowed in a waterproof 
case), a chart plotter, a helm-mounted 
GPS repeater plus multiple handheld 
GPS units, paper charts and - in case 
the entire electrical system hitchhikes to 
Hades — a sextant. 

In the end, the wisdom of not- 
so-ancicnt navigators holds: Solid 
backup systems and the user's level of 
knowledge must be on par with the 
instrumentation. "The foundation is 
a paper chart, parallel rulers and a 
position fix," Marx said. "You're in 
charge, not the electronics." □

Shine On Keeping your boat's good 
looks is as easy as "wax on, wax off." 
By Vincent Daniello 



f you want to keep your boat looking like new 
lor many years, remember this: An ounce of 
prevention is worth ;i pound of cure. 

"Wax your boat ... religiously, before it 
starts to lose its shine/' says Colleen Clair, 
H owner of Squeaky Clean Mobile Yacht Care 
in Stuart, Florida {squeakydeammmne.com). 
Waiting to wax is like applying sunscreen 
after a sunburn the surface is already 
damaged by ultraviolet rays. Wax also 
protects fiberglass and metal from salt. 

Gelcoat that's in good condition needs only 
cleaner wax to remove minor stains and light 
oxidation. Once the surface has dulled, however, 
rubbing c ompound removes damaged gelcoat, and 
then wax restores die shine. But twice around die 
boat, once with nibbing compound and again with 
wax, requires the same effort and money as waxing 
the boat twice as often. '"Once you've hired someone 
to compound and wax the boat," Clair advises, "put 
a fresh coat of wax on it every three months." 

Experienced detailers might use a half-dozen 
products to wax one boat because different parts of 
a boat have different demands. Toe rails, the front 
of the house on sport-fishing boats, and the front 
of the bridge on motoiyachts all get more sun. "We 
use whatever the gelcoal responds to,' 1 Clair says.

choosing products from 3M, Meguiars, Horizon 
and other companies. 

Wet sanding removes long-neglected top layers 
of gelcoat, and polishing restores the shine. 
Swirl marks left by high-speed bullers can also 
be removed, but not all damage can be repaired. 
"Once you can see the pores in the gelcoat, not even 
wet sanding will restore it,"' Clair explains. "Once 
[aluminum] pits, we can make fit] look better, but 
those pits will always be there." 

Painted boats are a bit different. "Dirt tends to 
not stick to paint," Clair says, "but if you wax to 
protect the paint, the wax collects dirt." As with 
gelcoat, painted toe rails and cabin fronts need 
the most protection. Hand-waxing or slow-speed 
orbital bullers work best. 

Wax can't protect everything. Salt works on 
antennas, canvas lops and even the name of the 
boat on the transom. Even if the boat hasn't been 
used, it still needs washing. "Whenever the wind 
blows from the ocean," Clair says, "boats are 
coated with salt." She uses wash-and-wax products 
rather than detergents, such as Dawn or Orpine 
Boat Soap, which remove wax. 

Boats moored downwind of airports are 
particularly prone to black steaks. Most black-streak 
removers also snip wax. For about the same effort, 
cleaner wax eliminates the streaks and leaves a shine. 
On problem boats, Clair often uses RejeX polymer 
coating. "Fish guts, diesel soot, black streaks, nothing 
sticks to it," she says. "It doesn't have any cleaning 
properties. You have to get the dirt and oxidation out 
with compound or cleaner wax before you apply it." 
Boats moored near bridges or highways are typically 
coated in fine grit. "Rinse the boat very well before 
washing it," Clair warns, to avoid scratching gelcoat, 
varnish and clear enclosures. 

Whether to dry the boat after washing is personal 
preference, with one exception. Hard-water spots 
come off gelcoat, metal and varnish, but they're 
difficult to remove from windows. Dockside water 
softeners mitigate these spots, but a quick pass over 
windows with a soft silicone squeegee or chamois 
prevents spots. 

Varnish, on the other hand, shouldn't be dried 
with a chamois often. "Every time you rub it, you're 
dulling the surface a bit," says Kelly Henning of 
Sterling Varnish, specializing in sport-fisherman 
brighlwork in Jupiter, Florida. 

Henning suggests two or diree fresh coats of 
varnish every six months. A clear coat like Awlbrite 
atop the varnish extends that to a year. "Even if the 
clear coat still looks good, the varnish breaks down 
beneath it," Henning says. "The varnish protects die 
wood against the sun. The harder clear coat protects 
the varnish from nicks, scratches and chafe." 

With or without a clear coat, varnish requires 
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If gelcoat oxidizes badly, rubbing compound and a 
buffing wheel will remove the "dull." 



Use the right stuff for the job. 

Clear enclosure panels often reveal a boat's age, becoming hazy or yellowed from 
scratches or improper cleaning. "Never use household window cleaner, Rain-X or any- 
thing with alcohol on any clear enclosure," warns Mike Erickson, CEO of Canvas Design- 
ers in Riviera Beach, Florida {canvasdesigners.com). "Rinse well to remove grit and salt, 
and then use mild soap. Dry curtains with a silicone squeegee or a clean chamois." 

Many enclosures are clear vinyl that can be cleaned with Plexus, Klear-to-Sea or even 
Pledge furniture polish. Light scratches can be buffed out and curtains waxed. However, 
Strataglass vinyl has a scratch-resistant coating that can be damaged by cleaning prod- 
ucts — even Plexus or Pledge. Manufacturer iMAR warns against using anything other 
than its proprietary cleaning and polishing products. 

"We can buff scratches out of acrylic EZ2CY, " Erickson says of another type enclosure. 
Some other semirigid clear panels are polycarbonate with a scratch-resistant coating 
that can't be repaired. When in doubt, check with the manufacturer first. 



prompt touch-ups of nicks, scratches or 
cracks. "Protect die wood from water and 
sim as soon as possible/ 1 Henning says. 
"Sand it if you can, and use a Q-tip or an 
artist's brush to gel two or three coals on 
it." 1 Wailing turns teak gray, and repairs are 
noticeably darker than surrounding wood. 
"Mahogany eventually turns black,"' 



Henning warns. "Once it does you have to 
replace that wood." 

Oiled teak requires a few coats of oil 
every two to three weeks. Natural teak decks 
retain their light blond color with only a 
quick scrub, using soapy water and sudsy 
ammonia every month or two — always 
moving a soft brush diagonally across the 



grain. Fixing neglect requires harsh cleaners 
that remove soft wood and raise the grain. 
"Sanding teak decks is a big job, and you 
can only do it so many times before ha\ing 
to replace the teak,"' Glair warns. 

She adds that the key to keeping a boat 
looking like new is to always do a little 
extra at each washing time. □
